Mr. M. H. Cochrane's purchases of Short- 
horns, that excited so much attention during 
the Royal show at Oxford, left this country 

on Tuesday by the North American for Mon- 
treal, Mr. Cochrane himself, as well as Mr. 
Beattie, accompanying them. There were 

nearly forty head of Shorthorns and upwards 

of one hundred Cotswold sheep, with also a 
number of pure bred white and black pigs. 

The Shorthorns were comfortably fitted 

between decks, facing each other, in two long 
rows, the sheep in the midst between them. 

A catalogue setting forth the pedigrees and 

particulars of this shipment states that it is 
“ the largest and most valuable importation 

that ever left the English shores.” ‘Lhe two 
Duchesses, 101st and 103d, for which 2,500 
guineas were given to Captain Gunter, are 
the first on the list; then follow Mr. T. C. 

Booth’s 1,500 guineas Lady Grateful, own 

sister to the prize cow Lady Fragrant, a 
Booth out of Lady Jane, and the young bull 
Royal Commander, but these three animals 
are going out by a later vessel in order to 
avoid too great risk. Mr. John B. Booth’s 
best cow, Lady of the Lake, and three of the 
same Hecuca family, as well as two other 
heifers, were bought for a large sum at Kil- 
lerby.

Eight heifers of much merit were 
bought privately from Mr. Hugh Aylmer, 
and Rosedale 3d, sister to the prize cow Rose- 
dale, from the Rev. J. Storer. Among the 
show animals purchased were Countess of 
Yarborough, the second prize yearling at 
Oxford ; Scotsman (27435), the first prize 
bull at the Royal and Highland Shows; Mr. 
Christy's prize heifer, Potentilla ; Mr. Crabb’s 
prize ‘bull, Old Sam; Lady Highthorn, a 
prize winner in Yorkshire; and Mr. Garne’s 
Joan of Arc. There were also two Wild 
Eyes heifers, and two pure bred Alderneys, 
with some prize sheep from Mr. John Gillett 
and Mr. Cole, and pigs from Windsor Castle, 
Messrs. H. Humfrey, Griggs, Aylmer, and 
Robinson. The cattle were in nice condition, 
with remarkably good heads, ani nearly all 
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food should be light with sufficient water, 
until the feverishness is gone, when it will be 
safe to adopt a more liberal policy. 

Ia the early stages of lactation cows have 
a tendency to dispose of their surplus nutri- 
tion throygh the milk secreting organs ; con- 
sequently they should have a liberal supply 
of good food at this period, so that.not only 
nature’s demands may be met, but that their 
milk produeing qualities may be stimulated 
beyond this. In order te accomplish this, 
we should feed not only all the moist tood the 
cow will bear and assimilate, but whatever of 
rich food that will have a tendency to pro- 
duce the largest and best results; always 
keeping in mind never to impair her diges- 
tive powers, nor promote a secretion of fat. 
The cow that does not respond to such treat- 
ment as this, should not be kept for dairy 
purposes; as those cows only are profitable 
whose milk producing organs are capable of 
being improved by judicious feeding. 





WHY NOXIOUS INSECTS INCREASE 
UPON US. 
It is an old and very true remark that the 
various insects that afflict the gardener and 
fruit grower are, year by year, becoming 
more numerous and destructive. One prin- 
cipal reason for this result is sufficiently ob- 
vious. The continual ten“ency of modern 
improvement is to concentrate vegetable 
ardens and fruit farms in certain peculiarly 
avorable localities, instead of scattering 
them evenly and uniformly over the whole 
country. Shonen every injuriaus insect that 
troubles the gardener and the fruit grower, 
has an abundant supply of such vegetation 
as forms a suitable nidus fora future off- 
spring, close at hand, instead of having to 
search for it, with much labor, aver an exten- 
sive surface of country, Such insects are 
therefore enabled by this means to increase 
and multiply with greater ease and greater 
rapidity. Upon precisely the same principle, 
if you scatter over the sayrface of a whole 
country the amount of shelled corn that is 
juat sufficient to feed a certain gang of hogs, 
and compel them to seek it out and pick it 
up every day of the year, they will not 
thrive so well nor multiply so fast as if you 
fed out the very same amount of corn to 
them inaten acre lot, day after day, fora 
whole year.—Canada Farmer.

— An implement maker in France has 
constructed a species of plough, by means 
of which the beet bulbs are lifted from the 
ground and thrown aside by a swinging 
mold board, and then topped by women and 
children who followed the machine.

It is not necessary or proper to plough up the 
poor subsoil, and throw up a large amount 
of it, 80 as to cover up the fertile surface. 
The relative positions of the two should be 
preserved by the use of the subsoil plough— 
an implement too little used jn our section, 
and in fact everywhere. Much of our sub- 
soil is not. however barren. Most of our cul- 
tivated lands were once covered with a good 
growth of timber. Whence did this growth 
obtain its sustenance ? Its roots penetrated 
deep into the earth qnd for what purn%e 5 
pein ma obtain nourishment for the 
wing tree. The subsoil therefore was not 
estitute of those elementa which were 
required for the growth of forest trees. Now 
the same elements required to build up the

THE EFFECT OF OCCUPATION ON 
HEALTH. 


It has oftentimes been asserted that those 
exposed to severe labor in the open atmos- 
phere, were the least subject to sickness. 
This has been proven a fallacy. Of persons 
engaged at heavy labor in out door exposure, 
the percentage of sickness in the year is 
28.05. Of those engaged at heavy labor in- 
doors, such as blacksmiths, etc., the percen- 
tage of sickness is 26.54—not much to be 
sure; but of those engaged at light ocoupa- 
tions indoors and out, the percentage of sick- 
ness is only 20.80—21.58. For every three 
cases of sickness in those engaged in light 
labor, there are four cases among those 
whose lot is heavy labor. The mortality, 
however, is greater among those. en aged in 
light toil, and indoor labor is Jess oesaliie 
to longevity, than laboring in the open at- 
mosphere. It is established clearly that the 
quantum of sickness annually falling to the 
lot of man is in direct proportion to de- 
mands on his muscular power. 

How true this makes the assertion,— 
“ Every inventor who’ abridges labor, and 
relieves man from the drudgery of severe 
toil, is a benefacto@of his race.” There were 
many who looked upon labor saving ma- 
chines as great evils, because they supplant- 
_ yey toil of many operatives. We 

ave helped to cure the laboring and toilin 
classes of euch absurd notions. A more on 
lightened spirit is now abroad, for all expe- 
rience proves that labor saving machines do 
not destroy the occupations of men, but 
merely change them.—Scientific American.
